, $0O thousand in gold. A drive to collect funds for Jgsjs in Palestine was planned 

by tte Central Committee of Polish Jewry during a meeting of 1$ Aug Iff. By 1 Sep 
tho drive had collected £10 million nlotys. Many offerings contained gold 
dollars and Csarist gold rubles* A part of the collection was cent directly to 
Palestine; the balance v/as used to buy arms, ammunition* and equipment for' ship- 
ment there. Polish Jews not only contribute money to Palestinian* emissaries but 
furnish them with necessary identity cardo, visas, documents , etc,,

In Juno 19h7 a large scale battle occurred near Jaligrbd where action extended 
from iiymanovj to Gorlice* On the opposite bank of tho Gan River HV and UPA 
positions v/cre stabilized between Krsywcza (near Prsemysl) arid a point bat ween 
lynovj and Sanok. 

1U. UPA bands, usually of from five to twenty men, have renewed their activities 
undor tho stimulus of deportations and incroased Army and- -HO action gainst 
them. They are burning villages from which Ukrainians wore depox»ted and oro 
tlireatening incoming Polos with robbery <und further arson if they do not 
return to their former homes . The UFA bands appear most frequently along 
the eastern bank of tlr? San itivor, especially in the Lubac so;? district* They 
recently burned the villages of Ilruszov/icc and Chatyniec.
